this country. Unlike their predecessors,
these visitors come us children to become
skilled In ineclinnlciil arts. The young
ters will come over In cure of the llev.

Hul Kin, superintendent of the Presby-
terian mission, who Is a graduate of an
American college iimT the third Chinaman
to be ordained In this country, Mr. Kin
saw what the Chinese nlllclals had not
seen that to properly educate the oriental
In western methods he must be brought
here while very young. Finally as nu ex
perltneut It was decided to permit the
minister to bring back with him to Amer-
ica twenty boys, , He selected the sons
of farmers ns being better fitted physi-
cally to enter Into mechanical training.
The expenses of the pupils are paid by
their fathers. Mr. Kin's plans are not
yet known to the people In charge of the
mission, but It Is understood the lads are
to renin lu here for some years, mid return
to China with a liberal mechanical and
sclentlllc education. China, It Is believed,
will alio apply soon to this Government
for the privilege of sending one or more
of Its youths to West Point mid Annapo-
lis. The twenty youngsters who will ar-
rive soon will remain here under bonds to
return to their native country, and every
precaution will be taken against the viola-
tion of our e laws.

to 111, passed the Hartholdt-McCal- l Immi-
gration bill ns modified by the Corliss
amendment. The Stone consular bill,
which was offered as u substitute, was de-

feated 75 to l.'ll. The bill as passed adds
to the classes of aliens excluded from ad-

mission to the United States all male per-
sons between the ages of 111 nml 00 years
(except patents of persons living lu this
country) who cannot both read and write
English or some other language. The Cor-
liss amendment added to the bill excludes
aliens who come across the borders year
after year to perform labor In the United
States with no intention of settling there-
in. It declares all labor contracts with
aliens void and makes parties thereto
within the jurisdiction of the United
States punishable by a Hue of J?1,(KM) or
Imprisonment not exceeding one year!
makes It n misdemeanor for a naturalized
citizen who has returned to a foreign
country to make the same his home to
again perform labor In the United States;
makes It n misdemeanor for nny alien
to cross the border for labor in the United
States except at a port of entry, and Im-

poses a head tax of 50 cents on each Imm-
igrant.

Pasteur Institute In Chicago. There is
a mad-do- g scare of the wildest description
nt Wichita. About 'JtM dogs have been
killed and the Common Council has or-
dered that all the animals bo muzzled for
sixty days. Almost every citizen carries
a revolver, which ho Is freo to use on any
member of the canine population ho sees
on the street. As fast as the victims of
the rabid animals can be found they nro
sent to the Pasteur institute nt the ex-
pense of the Commercial Club of Wichita.
On the nfternoon of May 10 n valunblo
coach dog developed rubles and started on
ft tour of Inoculation. It Is not known
how many people and animals wore bit-

ten, but the dog was nt lilierty for sev-

eral hours and used its teeth on almost
everything that it approached. Many
horses, cats and cows have been put to
death because of tbclr having been bitten.

E. C. llcach. pastor of St. Paul's
Methodist Church nt Wichita, Is In ohnrfio
of ttio party. Ho was bitten on the foot
and Is undergoing treatment.

BISHOPS CAST ASIDB.

Pathetic and Dramatic lacld.at at tho
Methodist Conference.

Two Methodist bishops were deposed
et Cleveland Thursday. Amid scenes pa-

thetic and dramatic, after the storm and
Stress of a long debate, Bishops Bowman

nd Foster were stripped of their eccle-
siastical powers and humbled Into private
life. It was the first Instance of the kind
la the history of the church. For twenty-fou- r

years the two bishops held autocratic
power and shaped the destinies of thou-
sands of ministers. They said "Go," and
the traveling preacher went. They said
"Itcmaln," and he moved not. From the
pedestal of supreme authority the general
conference, which gave them their power,
took It awny because years had sapped
their vital forces and Impaired their use-

fulness. When the committee on episco-
pacy announced the warrant for their
official death the white-haire- d bishops,
who had striven so long for tho glory of
their Ood and their church, in voices
choked with emotion pleaded the privilege
of pasting out of sight and hearing while
the warrant was being put into execution.
Some of their friends made the attempt
to save them their honors and emoluments
and relieve them of excessive duties, bnt
tho genernl conference voted to choose
two new bishops In their places. It Is
probable the conference will pension the
retired bishops.

WHOLE ISLAND IN REVOLT.

Spaniards Merely Acting on the De
fenslve In Cuba.

The London Times publishes a letter
from a correspondent In Havana, In the
course of which he says: "It Is quite use-
less to hide the real situation. The whole
Island Is In revolt nnd the Spanish troops

re merely acting on the defensive. It Is
Impossible that they can prevent the land-
ing of supplies and war materials for the
rebels. Even the position of Macco's
forces, confined In Pinnr del Rio, Is not of
a desperate nature, as the Spaniards mnko
believe. Only n few Isolated rebels have
taken advantage of Captain General
Weyler's offer of nmnesty. Spain has lost
the power to protect life and property In
Cuba. Widespread inquiries fall to jus-
tify the charges of cruelty against Cap-
tain General Wcyler, but the rebels' de-

struction of property cannot be Justified.
The wanton burning of some 1,000,000
worth of property belonging to Inoffensive
people Is not war." The letter proceeds
to dilate upon tho economic ruin wrought
by the breakdown of the sugar crop,
which has rendered thousands destitute,
while the tobacco trade Is In a still worse
condition.

KNAPP IN MORE TROUBLE.

Reason for Minister Terrell's Sudden
Summons to Washington.

Minister Terrell's sudden summons to
Washington from Texas with less than
half of the leave that was granted him
expired, Is due, it Is snld, to a sudden
repetition of Indignities from tho Turks
ngnlnst the ltcv. Mr. Knnpp. It Is be-

lieved Minister Terrell will be asked to
return at once to the scene of his duties.
Several conferences have been held by
the Secretary of State and Secretary of
Navy In the Inst forty-eig- hours on the
Turkish situation. The result will prob-
ably be the prompt return of the minister
to Constantinople nnd the ordering of the
Mnrblchend and San Francisco to put
themselves in position to answer nny Im-
mediate demntul from tho American lega-
tion. While Socrctnry Olney was nfiurea
when Mr. Knnpp was released that he
would not be further molested, there hns
been a brench of faith by the Turks nnd
Mr. Blddle, the American chnrge d'af-
faires, has found it necessary to call on
tho State Department to again interpose
In Mr. Knnpp's behalf.

DIAMONDS IN A CANDY STORE.

New York Thieves Oct 922,000 Worth
of Plunder, Mostly Jewels.

Tho New York pollco mndo public
Thursday the facts of a robbery commit-
ted somo time Monday night in the soda
water and confectionery store of Eugene
C. Ackers, In Sixth avenue. Tho booty
nmounted to 822,000, most of It being dia-
mond Jewelry. Although Ackers Is not a
dealer In Jewelry, ho has Invested a lot of
money in diamonds nnd this accounts for
so many of them being in tho safe ta the
time.

Odd Fellows Temple Company at Cin-
cinnati Assigns.

Tho Odd Fellows Temple Company of
Cincinnati, incorporated for tho purposo
of building mid maintaining tho great
Odd Fellows' Temple at Seventh nnd Elm
streets, mndo nu assignment to Mnrcus
Worth. Tho assets are estimated at $550,-00- 0

and liabilities at $200,000. Tho build-
ing was completed a year or two ngo and
Is one of the most complete of its kind in
tho United States.

Died on the Gallows.
Only ono man was hanged lu tho Cook

County jail at Chicago Friday. Alfred
C, Fields, murderer of Mrs. Elton Ran-
dolph, was hanged at noon, nnd thirteen
miputes later the suspended body of the
young negro Was pronounced a corpse by
a jury of thirty-si- x doctors. Dissolution
was the result of strangulation nnd shock,
tho fall bnvlng failed to dislocate tho
cerebral vertebrae, Joseph Wlndrnth,
convicted of the murder of Carey Birch,
gets a stay until Juno 5, pending an ex-
amination Into his sanity, NIc Marzon,
also convicted of murder, will get a new
trial. Tho crime of Alfred C. Fields was
apparently without motive. On tho morn-
ing of Feb. 20 Fields murdered Mrs.
Ellen Randolph In her home at 2458
Dearborn street. Ho bent the woman's
brains out with n tlatlrmi and a lemon
squeezer. Mrs. Untidolph was n colored
woman 27 years old, nnd tho wlfo of Bev-
erly Randolph, n Pullman palace enr por-
ter, Sho kept n lodging house, .nil Fields
had lived thero for iie.ulv four years, It
was a quarrel over the money he owed
for room rent thnt led to the tragedy.
After beating tho unman to death Fields
laid her upon n bed and sot flro to tho
bedding. Ho then stolo $25 tho woman
had lu n purso and left the house,

Dcnth In Collision.
Tho Iron steamer OnuUo collided with

the schooner Mary D. Ayer ten miles off
Grosso Point, near Chicago, Suudny
morning. Twelvo hours later the sailing
vessel sunk while lieing towed by tho Su-
perior liner City of Duluth. Five of tho
crew wero drowned. Two were saved,
Thnso lost were: ('apt, Williams, Mato
Matsou, Henry Shira, seaman, and u cook
nnd deckhand, names unknown,

Twolvo Men Hurt.

channel, twenty miles from tho heart
of tho city, Thursday, Of theso two may
die. Wlthlu the city others wero struck
down. Huge panes of glass vanished be-

REED OUT OP THE RACE.

Has Closed His Headquarters at
Washington, D. C

Washington dispatch: Speaker Reed I.
definitely out of the presidential race. He
has discharged his press agents, Aldrich
nnd Manley, nnd shut up his literary
bureau, locked tho door nnd thrown nway
the key. "Joe" Manley has gone back to
Maine to attend to some private business
that had to tic looked after before the
meeting of the national committee in St.
Louis, nnd Aldrich has thrown up his
hands. His political machine for tho de-

feat of McKlnley ran down and stopped
without nny warning whatever. As for
the speaker himself, he Is saying nothing
for publication, but those who nro closest
In his confidence no longer keep up the
pretense thnt he Is in the field or thnt ho
expects to lie put In nomination nt St.
Louis. Mr. Reed does not believe In car-
rying n bluff to the limit of absurdity, and
hns quit. He may not publicly and for-
mally retire from the race, but he has Just
as certainly and positively renounced his
cnndldncy ns though he had written and
signed a letter of withdrawal. A large
majority of the New Englnnd delegates
fnvor McKlnley, nnd with Reed out of the
way the McKlnley column will be swelled
not less than fifty votes not hitherto in
eluded in tabulations.

KILLED BY ANTI-TOXI-

Death of an Eminent Physician'
Child Causes a Sensation.

A profound sensation hns been caused
among medical men of Germany and
France through the fatal effects attend-
ing the administration of the famous

serum In the case of a child
of an eminent Berlin pnyslcian. A ser-

vant In the physician's household, show-
ing signs of diphtheria, the doctor, to pre-
vent his child from contracting the dis-

ease, administered an injection of the
scrum nnd the child died In n few min-
utes. United States Commercial Agent
Moore nt Weimar has mndo the Incident
the subject of n special report to the State
Department, In which, after telling of the
various theories put forth by the medico)
authorities to account for the fatal action
of the scrum, lie declares that tho child
died from nervous shock, although It has
been concluded thnt the Injection of tho
scrum Into n healthy person for preven-
tion is a dangerous practice.
